regard th e pool as th e friend of th e purch aser of 
w all paper, for th e reason th a t it guarantees th e 
q uality of th e goods h e buys. Th e m em bers of 
th e association pool th e re sult of tiie year's bus­ 
iness on th e basis ot th e sales, th a t is, th ey join 
th eir proceeds on goods of equal quality, and 
p rora ta th e re sult according to productioa. 
W all p aper to-day is as ch eap as before th e war, 
and I do not th ink th e rates w ill be lowered un­ 
less th e m em bers of th e pool com bine to crush 
th e ‘w ild cat' dealers.” 
M. H. D ickinson said: "I do not th ink th e 
break will p recip itate a w ar of w all p ap er rates. 
Th e pool is now carrying jobbers to th e ex tent- 
of over a m illion dollars, and it would be de­ 
cidedly poor policy for it to break present prices. 
T h is h as been a m anufacturers and job b ers’ 
pool. I th ink eventually it w ill become dis­ 
tinctively a m anufacturers’ pool, for th e reason 
th a t th e distrib ution h as been unequal. 1 w ith ­ 
drew from th e pool tw o years ago, because of 
th e ex cessive freigh t ch arges. 
I was obliged to 
sell m y goods according to th e New York sch ed­ 
ule besides paying h eavy freigh t. 
I t w as a 
losing business. Th e truth is, both m anufac­ 
ture rs and jobbers h ave beed guilty ot breach es 
of faith , w h ich ex plains largely 
th e p resent 
difficulty. Th e pool is form ed 
July 1, every 
year. From th a t date until S eptem ber 15, both 
m anufacturers and jobbers are privileged to 
dispose of th e ir surp lus stock a t 
th e ir own 
prices. 
Some of th em h ave failed to adopt pool 
rates a t th e ex p iration of th e lim it, h ence 
th e troub le.

From th e London 1 imes. 
The tide of emigration of the Russian peas­ 
antry into Siberia is largely on the increase. 
There is no official registration of the numbers; 
but in lSst> there passed through Syzrani 
alone 7 ,500,coming from the central prov inces. 
Others in large numbers proceed by sea to the 
Amoor in the far East. 
The disturbance of 
population is not limited to a mov ement be­ 
yond the European frontiers, but prev ails ac­ 
tiv ely within it. 
One liuudred thousand colonists hav e lately 
migrated to the banks of the Kieban, and the 
Rural bank is assisting many other thousands to 
establish themselv es m New Russia. 
With the 
exception of tho la^t there is little or no organi­ 
zation in any of those mov ements; the people 
simply seem impelled by impatience of their 
present lot and 
desire of change, and 
they go forth not knowing whither they go. 
Many of them return to their original settle­ 
m ents, after a longer or shorter absence, more 
destitute than they w ent forth, but far the lar­ 
ger number are nev er heard of more. 
They are 
lost in the v astness of the solitude into which 
thev plunge. 
There is no gov ernment organization what­ 
ev er in many of the places they go to; no infor­ 
mation is av ailable before they start as to the 
best routes, the capabilities of soil, or the con­ 
ditions of climate and season. 
If they succeed 
it is only after enduring unheard-of hardships, 
which might hav e been spared them if there 
existed a department charged with the regula­ 
tion of this great national migration. 
The in- 
stances of failure are, it is to be feared, the 
rulo, and when the disaster happens beyond the 
reach of railways and steamers the world, ev en 
of Russia, nev er hears of them. 
The state it­ 
self is beginning to suffer directly in its finances 
from this disorganized shifting of population, 
as many of the emigrants leav e arrears of taxes 
behind them.

A BRAHMIN TR ADITION * 
! 
REALISM IN ART. 


S n u d n g U w O r ig in off th e \v i» it« M a n to 
E n g la n d , 
F rom th e Sun Franoisco C hrou iele. 
Of all E u rop ean nationh the Brahm ins hav e 
eigm lized the English alone w ith a dou btfu l 
com p lim ent, for there is extant a tradition 
am ong them that certain Brahm in sages v isited, 
in the dim long ago, 
F.nglaud, and there 
created white men, whom they called Ganda- 
nas, or (Jud-fearing men, bu t ultim ately these 
« ages 
became 
disgu sted with 
the 
ancient 
Britons on accou nt of their keep ing p ariahs as 
serv ants. 
The learned B rahm in who told me 
of tiiis tradition failed, howev er, to inform me 
who created the p ariah, or hu m an being of low 
degree. 
Bo p articu lar are the Brahm ins about 
the m aintenance of their caste that the richer 
com m unity only em p loy 
bereav ed Brahm in 
widows or their p oor relativ es for the execution 
of their hou sehold du ties, and it m ust be said 
that, no m atter how serv ile may bo the p osi­ 
tion of a B rahm in in a B rahm in honsholo, no 
insiilt is giv en, bu t the serv itor is held in as 
m uch consideration as is the master. 
The lot 
of the Hindoo widow is not a hap p y one—for 
the law p rev ents her from again entering the 
m arriage state, and therefore she is often com­ 
p elled to work for her liv elihood 
The Brali- 
minical law, so arbitrary in other resp ects, is 
not the loss here. 
Widows are comp elled to 
wear white, to always keep their heads shav ed 
and cov ered, bu t the d h o ti form of dress is 
p referred , and and ev en the dou btfu l p leasure 
ol’ taking snuff is withheld from them. 
It will be seen that the p osition of the Brahm in 
woman in South India is env iable to that of her 
sister in North India. 
Though she is not re­ 
garded as an equal, she is little better than a 
ch attel 
The av erage Hindoo mind cannot re- 
cei\e a woman as a hu m an being p ossessed of 
sou l and sensibility. 
Though she influences 
the asp irations of her children, shap es their 
destinies, yet she is w ithheld from sharing their 
triu m p hs or their p leasures. 
Feelings akin to 
p it} arise in the English breast, or rather in­ 
dignation, as when p assing throu gh the nativ e 
v illages he seen engaged in sev ere toil the 
women,, while the men, squ atting on the grou nd 
brf!>re their houses, enjoy in the cool of the 
ev entide the songs of the w andering m instrel or 
the latest m arv el from the lip s of the p rofes­ 
sional story-teller. 
It is rep orted that the m ost 
cru el in the treatm ent of the women are the 
Ien^ars, who claim for them selv es more than 
ordinary attribu tes. 
T he Eu rop ean is to him 
no less an object of contem p t than a p ariah, 
and when the Iengar talks with a Grifhn (as a 
newly arriv ed Englishm an in India is called) lie 
doe» not show his disdain, for fastidious B rah­ 
mins, when they sp eak to a Sudra or a Eu rop ean 
are accustomed to p lace their hand on the 
stom ach, and catching the holy thread, p resent 
the back of the hand to the p erson addressed, 
and at the close of the conv ersation, by a rotary 
motion, they disp lay the p alm. 
To those who 
choose to regard this as an insu lt it is such. 
The Brahm in is a bu ndle of extraordinary 
contradictions. 
Witness him bu ying a load of 
wood from a p ariah. 
He hails the u nfortu nate 
creatu re, who, setting down his bu rden, edges 
awf v while the Brahm in exam ines it. 
The 
Brafimin then mov es away. 
The p ariah ap ­ 
p roaches the wood, and with his hands before 
his m onth, lest his creath touch tho p erson of 
the au gust p u rchaser, lie concludes the sale. 
No p ariah uses the p u blic highway made by 
B ritish monev and u nder B ritish sup erv ision 
while a noble B rahm in p asses. 
B rahm in you th 
^rftie beset from their birth with tedious restric­ 
tions; the dignity of their race and their <5wn 
dignity is a them e which nev er tires with their 
p arents. 
Perhap s their own lu xu ry is that of 
taking snu ff, and in this ev en the law interferes 
and lays down a certain age when they may be­ 
gin: to a bachelor this p leasu re is p rohibited; 
snuff taking can only begin with matrim ony.

As to “silv er 
bells,” we believ e that we may add a contribu ­ 
tion here to Messrs. B ritten A Holland’s store, 
for this was the nam e fam iliar to ourselv es in 
childhood as one of the Dev onshire titles oí 
of the doddering grass, briza media. 
As cockle 
shells are certainly p eriwinkles, v inca m ajor, it 
follows that Maiden Mary, instead of the ridic­ 
u lou s garden which foolish artists draw for 
her, fu ll of real shells, and little girls and silv er 
bells, had a v ery p retty p arterre of delicate and 
ap p rop riate blossoms. 
Among the nu m erou s 
stores of things not generally known with 
w hich this fascinating dictionary abou nds,there 
i* h note of commendable fullness on the word 
“sham rock.” It ap p ears that it is the yellow 
clov er, trifoliu m m inus, which is conimonly 
sold as sham rock in Cov ent Garden on 8t. 
P atrick’s day and in m ost p arts of Ireland. 
The p oet Sp encer, 
In a 
p assage 
which 
lias? 
been often 
quoted, 
says 
that when 
th e starv ing Irish ‘•found a p lot of w ater-cres- 
ses, or sham rocks, there they flocked as to a 
feast for a tim a ” Holinshed. Sp eed Champ ion 
and Withc.i are all quoted as m eaning w ater- 
esses when they sp eak of sham rocks; bu t here 
again dubiousness step s in, because all these 
w riters are susp ected of m eaning wood sorrel, 
oxalis acetosella, when they sp eak of w ater- 
creases. 
Gerard, the lierballist, thou ght that 
the tru e sham rock was trifoliu m p ratense, the 
meadow clov er, and Tancred Robinson gav e the 
sam e inform ation to Itav . 
T here seems to 1k > 
great confusion a« to the tru e herb in the Irish 
m ind itself. 
Steele, by the way, was su rely 
jesring when he sp elled the word “sham brogu e” 
in lie -tooth nu m ber of the Sp ecta to r. 
In tho 
same connexion we may mention that uPratling 
Parnell,” which m ight by triv ial m inds be su p ­ 
p osed to be a sort of sham rock, is nothing of 
the kind. 
It is a herb frequ ently m entioned by 
the old herbalists, and identified w ith the p lant 
also called ‘‘St. Patrick’s 
Cabbage”—saxífraga 
um brosa.

Strictly sp eaking, with the tip of the tongue 
one can't really taate at all. 
If you p u t a small 
drop of honey or oil of bitter alm onds on that 
p art of tin1 m outh, you will find, no dou bt to 
you r great su rp rise, that it p rodu ces no effect 
of any sort; you only taste it when it begins 
to slowly diffuse itself and reaches the tru e 
tasting region in the middle distance. 
B u t if 
you p u t a little cayenne or m u stard on the same 
p art you will find that it bites you im m ediately 
—tlie exp erim ent shou ld bo tried sp aringly— 
while if you p u t it down lower in the m outh 
you will swallow it almost w ithou t noticing the 
p ungency of the stimulant. 
The reason is that 
the tip "of the tongue is su p p lied only with 
the 
nerv es 
which 
are 
really nerv es of 
tou ch, 
not 
nerv es 
of 
taste 
p rop er— 
they 
belong 
to 
a totally 
d iffere n t 
main branch, and they go to a different center 
in the brain, together* with the v ery sim ilar 
threads which su p p ly the nerv e of smell for 
m u stard and p ep p er* 
That is why the smell 
and taste of these p u ngent substances are so 
m u ch alike, as ev erybody m u st hav e noticed a 
good sniff at a m u stard p ot p rodu cing almost 
the same irritating effect as an 
incautious 
m outhful. 
When one is trying deliberate ex­ 
p erim ents on the su bject, in order to test the 
v arying sensitiv eness of the different p arts to 
d if’erent substances, it is necessary to keep the 
tongue qu ite dry in order to isolate tho thing 
you are exp erim enting with and p rev ent its 
sp reading to all p arts of the m ou th together. 
In actual p ractice this resu lt is obtained 
in 
rather a lu dicrou s m anner—by blowing up on 
the tongue between each exp erim ent with a p air 
of bellows. 
To such undignified exp edients 
does the p u rsu it of science lead the 
modern 
p sychologist

So far as regards her m ajesty's railway and 
hom e journeys. B u t when she leav es this cou n­ 
try the queen has equally elaborate arran g e­ 
m ents made for her. 
T here are some v ery p ar­ 
ticu lar items to attend to. 
For instance, the 
qu een will always sleep in a bed of a p articu lar 
p a tte rn ; p lain map le w ith green hangings a r­ 
ranged tent fashion, m u slin cu rtains and a half 
m attress. 
W hen trav eling abroad h er m ajesty usually 
adop ts the incognita of the cou ntess of Kent, 
bu t last tim e she changed this “trav eling nam e” 
to that of countess of Balmoral. 
Tho royal 
yacht, escorted by a flotilla generally sails from 
Portsm ou th to Cherbourg, w here the strictest 
attention ia p aid to her. 
T he queen generally dines and sleep s on 
board the royal yacht on the ev ening p roceed­ 
ing h er dep artu re, so that she may not be dis­ 
tu rbed. 
In 1883 she qu ite disp ensed with 
state, bu t usu ally she retains all her su rrou nd­ 
ings in accordance with her p osition. The su ite 
abroad consists v ery m uch of the same ladies 
and gentlemen as when th e qu een trav els at 
home. 
For instance, last year her m ajesty was 
accom p anied by Lady Churchill, the M archio­ 
ness of Ely, Sir H enry Ponsonby, Major E d ­ 
wards, and Dr. IleidL 
As at home, disp atches and telegram s follow 
her m ajesty, or await her at the leading p laces. 
Many qu estions are dismissed and many p ap ers 
p erosed and signed while the queen trav els. 
Our graciou s sov ereign is a hard worker, and 
com p arativ ely few p ersons ou tside of the royal 
circle know what au imm ense deal of business 
the queen gets throu gh, and the close attention 
and clear m ind which sho brings to bear on ail 
questions. 
So, as the queen trav els she works 
—her kingdom and its interests arc nev er ab­ 
sent from her, althou gh she may be away or in 
com p arativ e seclusion. 
Thu s while her m ajesty trav els she is v irtu ­ 
ally nev er absent. 
How she trav els we hav e 
Been. 
Her exp enses in locomotion are heav y— 
for the royal trains are not p u t at the queen’s 
disp osal by gratefu l directors. 
The Swiss ad­ 
m inistration on one occasion charged her m a­ 
jesty 20 francs (or 10s. Gd.) p er kilom eter (less 
than fiv e furlongs), a p retty sriff charge, for the 
Îoition of her rou te throu gh Switzerland on the 
>uracy to Baden from Aix-ics-Baina. 


R e fle c tio n s o n A n c ie n t and M o d ern M eth o d s 
o f T h o u g h t an d A c tio n . 
H om y W aterson in C ou rier Jo u rn al. 
Not ev eu Taine’s p ortrait of Nap oleon has 
caused wider comment than Alexander Dumas’ 
address on Victor Hugo. 
Nap oleon, no more 
than H ugo,'is in the m inds of the p eop le of 
France som ething of a demi-god. 
Both 
are 
sa c re d p ersonages to be adm ired, to be wor­ 
ship ed, bu t not to be m easu red by the standard 
ap p lied to men. 
The French are a nation of 
hero w orship ers, and they endow the objects 
of their adoration with qu alities which do not 
belong to men, and which causo one to believ e 
that the French heroes of one p eriod will be­ 
come the m yths of another, in time falling en­ 
tirely ou t of consideration as historical p er­ 
sonages. 
In his recent address Alexander Dumas held 
that the genius of Victor Hugo adap ted itself to 
w hat was lengendary and ideal, rather than reai 
and p ractical 
Alluding to the instances of this 
qu ality in Hugo’s best work Dumas w ent on to 
affirm that in his constant p ercep tion of what 
was effectiv e, the p oet’s, the nov elist's finest 
“d ra m a tisp en io n a r' 
were nev er tru e to natu re; 
they nev er had hum an p rop ortions, being al­ 
ways m ore or always less than man. 
Nay, at 
home they were the rev erse of human. 
Nature 
bore to him an asp ect she has nev er p resented 
to any other eye, 
His v ision magnified ev ery­ 
thing, and 
a blade of grass looked to him a 
tree, 
and the sm allest 
insect 
swelled 
to 
the 
dimensions 
of 
an 
eagle. 
Ho 
gav e 
senses 
and 
organs 
of 
sp eech 
to 
the inanimate, and organs of sight to the in­ 
v isible. 
In his sym p hony tho instru m ent he 
delights in is the tru m p of the Day of Ju d g ­ 
m ent, and he has left us a collection of Titanic 
p hantom s, m onsters, and shadows, whose giant 
effigee mov e in a world of their own some­ 
where between P errau lt’s Fairy Tales and the 
Vision of Ezekiel.” 
At this time an indictm ent of this kind may bo 
damaging. 
We are all realists. QWe hav e ou r 
foot, ru les t-o m easu re ev ery canv as. 
O u r p or­ 
traits m u st not m erely seem tru e, they m ust be 
tru e by actual m easurem ent. 
It is not enough 
that the artist conceiv es and conv eys to the 
m inds of others a v iv id p ictu re, that he p u ts 
character and p ower up on his canv as, that he 
leav es on the v ision an im p ression which no 
analysis can distu rb; still, if m easurem ent does 
not ju stify all his lines, or the camera rep ro­ 
duce exactly those p rop ortions, the work ia de­ 
clared to be inartistic. 
Hence the analytic school; hence an era of 
introsp ection in art and literatu re. 
Idealism 
m u st do banished from ou r stu dies and stu dio; 
modern art is im itativ e, not creativ e. 
It m u st 
rep resent ev erything ju st as it is. 
The choice 
of su bjects is nothing; any su bject will do, 
only no su bject is to be idealized. 
It was not so when Michael Angelo liv ed and 
labored 
His figures can not be m easu red with 
the ru les of to-day; they were all cast in the 
heroic mold. 
In a* narrow sense they may not 
hav e been tru e to life, bu t in a higher aeuse 
they, like Sliaksp eare’s women, were tru er than 
life, w hich seems to us much better. 
After all there is room in the w orld for artists 
of all schools. 
Each man, as each age, may 
choose what m inisters to his own needs. 
An­ 
gelo may tire one, or ev en seem grotesqu e; 
Shakesp eare may be too m uch giv en to p lots 
and counter p lots, to mov ing incidents by field 
and flood, while tne man with the microscop e 
and tbe camera may seem a god while others 
are bu t ghosts. 
So be it, yet it is not p lain that 
the same sp irit shou ld p rev ail in criticism. 
Criticism shou ld not be narrow or exclusiv e. 
As long as the nov elist write the so-called ro­ 
mances which giv e delight to his num erous 
readers, others hav e no right to deride him or 
dem and of him that he giv e u s som ething else. 
It is only when the introsp ectiv e nov elist tu rns 
critic and dem ands that we p u t aside Scott and 
Dickens and Thackeray and all the w riters who 
hav e delighted the ignorant and p erv erse gen­ 
eration of the p ast that one is excused for a lit­ 
tle irritation. 
Surely there is room for all these 
artists; we can sp are none of them. 
Let us 
p ractice a little tolerance, and p erhap s we may 
get a tru er insight some day into the m ysteries 
of m uch of this work and see wherein its v irtu e 
lies.

ing to Gibbon the art of m anu factu re 
m aterial was introdu ced from China into Sam- 
arcand, a city of Asia Minor, in 051. 
Here the 
new method soon took shap e, and m odern 
p ap er making became qu ite an indu stry in the 
citv . 
In 704 the Saracens, a fierce, warlike 
tribe of 
Arabs, 
cap tu red 
the 
city 
and 
learned the art of p ap er 
making, 
which 
they introdu ced 
into 
Mecca 
three years 
later. 
In 711 they made a descent on h>p ain, 
m aking them selv es m asters of that country, and 
established p ap er m aking up on a good footing 
there. 
By this tim e raw cotton had become the 
chief m aterial of m anufacture. 
During the 
reign of the Saracens and Moors in Sp ain, the 
indu stry flourished, and the p ap er became the 
u niv ersal w riting material. 
The Sp anish intro­ 
duced cotton rags in 1085 as a m aterial of 
m anufacture, and soon afterw ard linen rags. 
This was p robably the first use of rags in p ap er 
making.

D uring the fou rteenth centu ry the art of m an­ 
u factu re became introduced into most countries 
of Eu rop e, and made rap id p rogress in some of 
them, notably France, Holland and Genoa. Most 
p ap al bulls of the eighth centu ry were written 
on cotton p ap er.

In fact, v ery little w riting 
p ap er is made in the United States ou tside of 
M assachusetts. 
New York takes the lead in 
wrap p ing and wall p ap ers, and is closing up to 
the heels of M assachusetts in p rinting p ap ers. 
Pennsylv ania, Ohio, Maine, Connecticut and 
Delaware are also well up in p rinting p ap ers, 
while Vermont comes out best in tissue p ap er. 
Pap er can now be made from alm ost any 
fibrous substance, bu t the chief m aterial of 
m anu factu re still rem ains rags, straw, old p a­ 
p er, cotton waste, manila, ju te, esp arto grass, 
wood p u lp and chemicals. 
The introdu ction of 
wood p u lp into p ap er m aking is the m ost im ­ 
p ortant im p rov em ent made in tho m anu factu re 
within the last half-centu ry, for w ithout it the 
immense editions of ou r great dailies would be 
imp ossible, and that w onderful p iece of mec­ 
hanism and ingenuity, the Webb p erfecting or 
“lightning” p ress a dead letter. 
Pap er made en­ 
tirely from ragn does not take as kindly to 
p rinters’ ink as is desirable, and has a tendency 
to clog the typ e, necessitating frequ ent stop ­ 
p ages of the p ress to wash off the clogging in 
ru nning off a large edition. 
Pap er containing 
wood p u lp has a natu ral affiuity to p rinters’ 
ink, and receiv es the im p ression almost in- 
stantaneonslv w ithou t the least 
soiling 
or 
dogging of the typ e or stereotyp e p late. 
There is hardly any commodity' or article of 
m anu factu re that is used in a greater nu m ber 
of things than p ap er. 
In addition to the com­ 
mon ru n of things into which it enters, it is 
used in this country in making water p ails, 
wash tubs, p ap er machine, sheathing for v es­ 
sels, car wheels and innum erable other things. 
In England they hav e used it for w ater p ip es 
and tanks, and they say that it w ards off frost 
better than load or iron. 
The Chinese and Ja p ­ 
anese make clothing, hats, um brellas, nap kins, 
handkerchiefs, twine, wine bags and ev en fu r­ 
nitu re ou t of it. 


GARFIELD’S SPEECHES. 


H e A lw ay s S p o k e fo r th e W o rld and N o t 
fo r C o n g ress. 
G ath in tho E n q u irer. 
Tho re was, howev er about Garfield, ev en in 
Congress, a going ap art in his own mind. 
From 
that mind and from his library he p rep ared his 
sp eeches, and hardly ev er catered to the au ­ 
dience in front of him. 
He sp oke to the larger 
arena of history. 
All his sp eeches, as far as I 
can recollect, were im p ersonal, both in words 
and in m ethod and manner. 
He took no note 
of little rem arks made beside him, and they 
often threw him out of his lino of argum ent 
and flow of tem p eram ent 
He nev er exp lained 
him self nor p res erv ed any hau ghty or hu m or­ 
ous p ersonality while he sp oke. 
His sp eeches 
may be likened to some youth on the brin k of 
his nativ e Lake Erie, who launches a boat and 
p u shes it from the shore, and, soon losing sight 
of land, su rrenders him self to the winds and 
the wav es. 
When he arose in Congress to 
make a sp eech, thou gh the m em bers would of­ 
ten crowd arou nd him, he was looking ou t to 
the m idair and molding his sentences in his 
mind and sp eaking them to 
both the p ast and 
the fu tu re as well as to the p resent. 
His career was watched with the greatest 
env y, and some what with contemp t, by the more 
worldly sp irits who made Congress a field of 
contention and rejoiced in the riv alries of the 
hou r and the session. 
These saw a man who 
was p u rsu in g nobody; who, as an adv ocate, 
assembled all his p owers to his aid, and who, 
while a detached, almost hum ble indiv idual, a t ­ 
tracted the greatest adm iration from tho av er­ 
age of mankind. 
He was one of the few men in 
Congress who was exp ounding p rincip les while 
dealing with the facts of the moment. 
He had 
tho generalization talent in a v ery fine and high 
degree. 
He was of no im p ortance whatev er as 
a m anip u lator of men, nor as an intrigu er, nor 
as a back-biter. 
His p riv ate conv ersation did 
not ap arkle with rep artee and hap p y p oints.

Duo o f tli© C» minfH> ioii< Ts Snys 1 1 » « M ove 
m e n t is All TI» :it W a y. 
Oath in the Enquirer. 
Mr. J amen ledger wood, a New York grocery 
Tuerchant, ia one of the nine supervising com- 
Vniaaionera over the purchase of the Indian 
Bupplio« by the President, 
lie has always been 
a Cleveland man since he knew the President 
through recovering and fowarding the bodies 
nf his brothers who wore lost in the West India 
Islands. 
Said I to Mr. Lidgerwood: 
‘‘What improvement is being made in our 
Indian affairs? ” 
‘‘There is more improvement among the In­ 
dians than has ever been known before. 
They 
are largely concentrated at present in the In­ 
dian Territory, which will probably become the 
"ultimate home of all the Indian tribes. 
The 
different influences applied to 
educate the 
jroung Indians, and then use them to bring 
about a revolution among the old ones, are all 
working most effectively. 
Among these is the 
Indian school at Carlisle, Penn., founded by 
Captain Pratt, a volunteer, who was appointed 
in the regular army. 
Those youngsters have 
now been going back there for some years and 
their 
INFLUENCE IS MOST MARKED. 
The Indians are putting in their requests con­ 
tin u ou sly to be allotted land which is to be their 
own. and after that they are free from the con­ 
trol of their chiefs, and are to all intents and 
purposes American citizens. 
The government 
absolutely guarantees them their land for twen­ 
ty-live years, so that it can not be alienated 
from any cause whatever. 
The white man can­ 
not by his superior intelligence or legal ma­ 
chinery trick them out of it. 
Up to a recent 
period the Indians had refused under duress to 
citiücnize themselves. 
The movement is all 
that way at present, and it will be the only way 
of destroying the wild nature of the savage, 
■who has hitherto been compelled, no matter 
how great his individuality or iove of peace, to 
follow the herd. 
Having no property of one's 
own, of course there is a want of true attach­ 
ment to the spot or the soil which brings about 
a peaceful life.” 
‘ Do you not think that the killing off of the 
buffalo, as much as it is to be*regretted on pic­ 
turesque account, has brought the Indian to a 
State of reason and made him face daily laborV” 
“ That may be so. 
The buffalo supplied the 
Indian with meat and gave him amusement in 
the chase of it, and it also gave him clothing 
and ornaments. 
But the Government is behav­ 
ing as well an tin* most reasonable or enthusias­ 
tic man could expect it to do. 
It not only guar­ 
antees the Indian in bis state of citizenship pro­ 
tection and his land for a quarter of a century, 
but it supplies him with seeds, utensils, plow's, 
and ■« hat is better than all, gives him honest 
agents. 
It is impossible to do anything for the 
Indian if dishonest agents and traders are sent 
out to him, an lias often been the case. 
I think 
that the Indian commissioner, Mr. Atkins, is an 
honest, upright man. 
He is quick-tempered, 
but his intentions are all in the right direction.” 
‘‘Hew do the commissioners supervise the 
purchase of supplies? ” 
‘'The commissioners are generally men in 
business, who know the quality of goods and 
the proper price« . 
In old timen the letting of 
these contracts was a great scandal. 
A ring of 
business men in collusion with officials would 
give e poor quality of stuff and charge out­ 
rageously for it. 
Our business is to see that 
there is ño hocus pocus of this kind, and there 
our power stops. 
The government supplies 
some five millions of dollars every year to make 
purchases for the Indians. 
There is no reason 
why the Indian Territory should not become 
like every other state of our country, a Rood 
commonwealth. 
So far from white men being 
kept from the Indians, the present idea is to mix 
the Indians with the whites, 30 that the one can 
learn from the other, but to have the Indians 
<iet side by side with honest men. 
The tribal 
relation is rapidly breaking up among the old 
nations, and that system will extend to the other 
tribes. 
Then the routes of intercourse can pro­ 
ceed through the Indian country, and it will not 
be a drawback on tho surrounding states.”

A Philadelphia telegram to the Pittsburg 
(Jomnu’rc' nt t Gazet t e 
says: 
A new 
political 
party is announced, not as in embryo, but born 
long ago, and now pledged to the extent that it 
proposes to take wing in the next presidential 
campaign. 
Its watchword will be “ America for 
Americans.” Few people suspect the strength 
of the new organization which is largelv com­ 
posed of Knights of Labor, the Patriotic Sons of 
America, and members of various unions, all, 
however, “ native Americans.” It is said that 
ove 3 0 0 ,0 0 0 signatures have already indorsed 
the principles of the new party, and that before 
the summer is over a million names will be 
subscribed to the platform, whose chief plank 
will be a demand for the restriction of immigra­ 
tion. 
1 he movement has been secret save its 
minor manifestations in California. 
The large 
increase of adherents is expected through the 
many thousand« of names secured to a petition 
now in circulation in various lodges through­ 
out the country, asking from the judges of Illi­ 
nois the execution of the death sentence against 
the Chicago anarchists. 
This information came 
to a reporter from an authoritative source. 
“ But are you sure of your figures? ” he asked. 
The American party man smiled confidently. 
“ Our corning convention,” said he, “ will rep­ 
resent a » ;llion votes or more.” 
In this 
ty no politician could be found w ho 
would arfPFiowlcdge himself cognizant of the 
new' party. 
¡Someone hinted darkly that David 
Dudley Field would be the new party’s presi­ 
dential candidate, and another that Senator In­ 
galls was the coming man. 
However, it is only 
from members of the secret organization men­ 
tioned that trustworthy information could b<- 
obtained. 
Said the original informant later 
on: 
“ Philadelphia is the 
headquarters of the 
party. 
Coroner Ashbridge is one of us. 
<T. M. 
Munyon, editor of the La b o r Wo rld , 
and of an­ 
other journal published in the interest of the 
party, is our most active leader. 
We are made 
up of all manner of men. 
Most of us, 1 sup­ 
pose, are American laborers, but we number 
many conservative business and professional 
men in our ranks, and these, once they have 
joined us, feel intensely upon our doctrines. 
Yon see it is a natural reaction against the 
crimes of foreign anarchists.” 
“ But isn't it a mere revival of tho old know- 
nothing party? ” 
“ Not at all. 
There is no religion in our plat­ 
form. 
We simply demand the protection of 
American labor as well ¡as American produce. 
W e want the gates shut down on emigrants and 
the naturalization laws amended. 
The trouble 
is that foreigners are not becoming American­ 
ized, but Americans are becoming European­ 
ized.” 
“ When will your convention meet? ” 
“ In good time. 
Once we have shown our 
hands—exhibited a strength of a million votes— 
we will send open letters to the presidential 
candidates of other parties calling upon them to 
express their views relative to the advisability 
of restricting immigration; they w ill scorn our 
call at their own peril.” 
Mr. T. 
Powderly, when spoken to about 
the new party, declared that in his opinion a 
fence five hundred feet high should ue built 
around the United States to keep out foreign in­ 
terlopers and that were it in his power he v ould 
prohibit the entrance of every foreigner into 
this country who had not enough money in his 
pocket to pay for five months board. 
It is 
thought that the utterances of Mr. Powderly 
may antagonize the alien element—presumably 
a large and influential one—of the Knights of 
Labor. 
Sink or float, however, 
0113 thing seems 
quite assured—the now American policy is 
launched.

Longfellow's “ Excelsior is said to have had a 
wider circulation than any other poem ever 
written. 
It has passed through innumerable 
editions and been translated into .almost every 
language of the civilized world. 
One of the 
poet’s biographers, who learned it from the 
poet's own lips, has told how the poem come to 
be written; but an interesting circumstance an­ 
ticipating its introduction to tho world's admi­ 
ration iir here for the first time made public. In 
1S30-' 10 I was editor of the 
La d ies' Co mp a n ­ 
i on, a monthly magazine published in New 
York by an ignorant, profane, conceited fellow, 
■whom t had indiscreetly engaged to serve by 
letter, without previous si^ht or knowledge 
of him. 
He had a staccato stutter, which—as 
his impetuous nature led him to lalk with great 
rapidity—punctuated his speech in a very dis- 
tresbing way, the accompanying contortions of 
bis countenance increasing the following effect. 
1 learned 011 entering his service that Longfel­ 
low, then but a literary fledging, had agm I to 
furnish 
the 
Co mp a n io n 
with 
occasional 
short poems at tho 
rate 
of 
i^t-4 
each: 
and one morning as I 
entered 
the 
of­ 
fice in William street the publisher hailed 
me 
from 
his 
desk 
near 
the 
door 
witli: “ L 1-1-look hero, H----- ; s-s-s-see what a 
d-d-d-d—d piece of nonsense Longfellow has 
sent me! J e-je-je-just listen to this. 
Then he 
proceeded to read the flrst stanza of the poem, 
his indignation and his oft-recurring stutter 
uniting in a display of elocution, the like of 
which, we may safely presume, the lyric has 
never since been the subject of. 
But it was on" 
the word “ Excelsior,” of the meaning of which 
lie had not the sligliest conception, that he 
vented tin' full volume of his wrath. 
Pronoun­ 
cing it “ Exshell-slior!” he uttered it with an 
expression of withering contempt 
“ There,” he 
said (I omit the stuttering), “ did you ever hear 
anything equal to that? 
Now, just listen to 
another verso!” 
Then he read the second 
stanza as he had done the first, and passionately 
folding the manuscript, said: “ I wonder if Long­ 
fellow thinks he can gouge $1 4 out of me for 
such a piece of d—d trash as that? 
I’m not 
such a fool. I can tell him, and I'll send it back 
and give him a piece of my mind.” 
That was all I heard of the poem at that time. 
No doubt he did send it back immediately, in­ 
closed in an insulting letter; and if Longfellow, 
like Keats, had been tho victim of a morbid 
sensibility, that could be wounded to the death, 
by harsh'criticism, lie ¿ light have suppressed 
the poem, and the woild lost a treasure. 


STEAM ERS ON THE CONGO. 


T w o A m e rica n V e sse ls Soon to l i eLaunchod 
A bove th o C a ta ra cts. 
Two American 
steamers are about to be 
launched upon the upper Congo above the cata­ 
racts. 
A few weeks ago, says the New York 
;S' t i n, 
Lieutenant Taunt, who resigned from our 
navy to take charge of the Congo trading enter­ 
prise of w hich Mr. Sanford, formerly our min­ 
ister to Belgium, is at tho head, left the lower 
Congo with about 1,000 natives, who were di­ 
vided into several caravans, and carried the 
steamboat in sections 
011 their heads. The steam­ 
er was built in England and recently arrived at 
the Congo. 
It is supposed that he reached Kin- 
shassa, 011 Stanley pool, about two weeks ago, 
and it is very likely that bv the first of March 
the first steamer of the only American company 
on the upper Congo will be launched and ready 
for business. 
A year and a half ago Lieutenant Taunt made 
a journey about 1,300 miles up tho Congo to 
Stanley falls and our government has publish­ 
ed 'he" very favorable report he made upon the 
resources ai d prospects of trade on the upper 
river. 
He expects to send tho steamer up tho 
Kassai tributary among the densest populations 
of the Congo* basin to barter goods for ivory, 
palm kernels, etc. 
Bishop William Taylor’s litt-lo steel steamer, 
which has been building in England, is just 
completed, and is about to be taken to the Con­ 
go 011 the steamship Nubia. 
The steamer will 
be about sixty feet long, and it will possess two 
novelties not seen before on a Congo vessel. 
It will have on hand a little sawmill to be run 
by steam from tho boiler. 
The saw will be used 
for cutting up wood for the steamer’s furnace 
and also to saw lumber for the missionary 
cabins which Bishop Taylor expects to build 
here and thero in the native villages. 
Another 
innovation that wrill hardly fail to make a deep 
impression upon the savages of the upper Con­ 
go is that during the night the steamer will be 
illuminated by a largo electric light. 
There are now upon tho upper Congo seven 
steamers, of which four are owned by the Con­ 
go state, one by France, and two by the mission­ 
aries. 
This fleet will soon be nearly doubled by 
the addition of the Yille do Bruxelles, which 
the Congo state has just had built, the steamers 
of Bishop Taylor, and of the Compagnie Beige 
du Congo, which expects to build the Congo 
railroad, and the boats of the American, Dutch 
and French trading companies. 


Going H a ck to th e A ne ivnt C oa ch . 
From the London World. 
Some of those young gentlemen who found 
coaching such a bad speculation last season may 
take heart of grace for the coming summer, and, 
by sending in early applications, may secure 
congenial employment combined with a regular 
and honorable wage. 
The Postmaster-General 
lias approved a plan for the establishment of 
four-norse coaches from London to Brighton, 
Oxford, Windsor and Maidenhead in connection 
with the parcel post, and when tho best routes 
have been decided upon and the proper halting 
stations for relays of horses have been arranged 
tho starting of these new postoflice four-in- 
hands will be only a question of a few weeks. 
Should tho experiment be a success, as Mr. 
J iaikes confidently b e l i e v e s , the system of parcel 
post coaches will be extended to most of the 
larger towns within fifty mtles of London. 
One 
thing is certain: It will be a saving of money to 
the country, for the present excessive rat. 
which the rar^ /ay companies charge the post- 
office for conveying parcels have been the chief 
cause of the heavy loss 1 which the department 
has experienced in connection w ith the parcel 
po;it 
Can it be possible t‘ at, with the experi­ 
mental return to the old coaching days, there 
wi 1 also be a revival of the almost lost art of 
highway robbery?

From the Alaska Free Press. 
Having had information the other day of a 
cremation to take place at the Indian village, I 
went to the beach to witness it. 
The defunct 
siwash was known around J uneau as 
Frank, 
and was formerly employed at Martin Bros. ’ 
store in tho capacity of Indian clerk,and the 
klockman (it being a double cremation of one of 
each sex) had been called J ennie ;both,as it hap­ 
pened, 
having died of 
consumption. 
The 
mourning service consisted of the ancient cer­ 
emony known as “ potlatch,” which is always 
customary among tne Indians of southeastern 
Alaska on the occasion of a death 
of one of 
their number. 
The potlatch is a division of 
whatever temporal goods the deceased may 
have possessed, such as blankets, dry goods, 
etc., among his or her relations, according as 
the merits of each individual case mav justify. 
In the services of the morning, which are very 
long, and to the Indian mind very impressive, 
the first in the order of the day is a eulogistic 
discourse by one of the old men, which; being 
delivered by him in sections, so to speak, is 
taken up and sung by the rest in a monotonous 
sort of chant; the old man is then superseded 
by another venerable buck, who goes through 
the same aervice, and he in turn by another, 
until all the old men have had their individual 
say. 
The chanters keep time by thumping the 
floor with sticks and beating 
011 a drum. 
Thi- 
performance being gone over for a day or two, 
tho potlatch takes place. 
The body of the deceased is first wrapped in 
a matting, woven from split roots, and in ap­ 
pearance resembling coarse straw. 
They then 
convey the body to the place of cremation, 
which is always 
011 the beach at high water 
mark. 
On this occasion they had on hand for 
the purpose of burning tho two bodies, about 
one cord of wood, some split and some in small 
logs. 
First a platform of small logs is laid a 
foot from the ground, and a space of four 
inches between each log. 
On this pyre, which 
was about seven feet long by five feet w ide, the 
two bodies were placed, about three feet apart, 
and around them a minature log hut was built 
to a height of four feet; the enclosed space is 
then carefully filled in with split wood and 
fine kindling* and now, everything being in 
readiness, the fire is lighted from the bottom. 
The native diet being chiefly salmon, an oily 
substance, tho bodies of the Indians seem to 
contain a considerable amount of oil, as they 
burn very readily. 
While the corpses were 
charring, the friends of the deceased continued 
to poke them with long sticks, occasionally 
raking the fragments of burnt flesh from the 
lire and wrapping them in skins, blankets, etc. 
Returning from the cremation of the 
two 
natives, I heard singing in a native house, and 
dropped in to see what was going on. 
Tnere was quite an assemblage of natives 
squatted around a small fire in the center-of 
the room, and at one end of the house the 


c o r p s e of an old woman lay, covered with sheet 
and blankets. 
All arouud tlie room was strung 
up muslin, pieces of calico, and a few blankets; 
also three umbrellas, etc., all of which will be 
distributed among the 
relatives and 
near 
friends. 
Then the process described above 
will be gone through. _______________

’"J ust because Michael Angelo used to pick *1 
a chisel and maul and cut his figures out of a 
block of marble, most people think ihat

same thing is done by sculptors of

“ Now 1 don’t believe we would ever 
have any statues or busts if we waited for our 
sculptors to cut them out of stone. 
There is a 
great deal of mechanical work in the creation 
of a statue or any other piece of art work.

the stone cutting is done by the artisan, hired at

You see, therefore, that the 
public n e v e r get a glimpse of the artist’s Hand­ 
work. 
All statues are made by common stone 
cutters from models which, of coins» :, an 
wholly created by the artist.

P retty H ands.

The Irish hand among a peasantry who labor 
from the cradle to the grave is almost univer­ 
sally small and well shaped. 
It is a Milesian 
trait; whether potatoes, bogtrotting, poor liv­ 
ing. political disturbance, shillalahs and damp 
climate improve the hand wo know not, but the 
Irish lass has a pretty hand. No matter how 
much they cook, wash or dig, the knuckles sel­ 
dom grow to be large and prominent, as in the 
English and Scotch hand. 
The American hand if sinewy , and as we have 
observed, does not follow the example of the 
American foot iu being beautiful. 
No doubt 
tho accomplishments are somewhat try ing to 
tho baud, such as play ing the harp, the zither, 
the guitar, the banjo.

There is an eccentricity 
peculiar to the handwriting of executive mu­ 
sicians as witnessed in that of Beethoven.

Chaucer commends his gentle princess for 
her white hand and taper fingers and the clean­ 
ly fashion in which she dined. 
Nowaday s the 
modern belle has the finger bowl to help her, 
and she can cleanse her fingers after an olive in 
a bowl of rosewater. 
It is a curious contradiction that a man takes 
care of his hand as he drives, runs or play s ball 
or cricket, wearing a thick dogskin gloves. 
Tho 
Prince of Wales covers his hand from sun and 
wind, then goes to a ball with his rosy lingers 
uncovered, except by rings. 
A y oung woman, on the contrary , exposes her 
hand to wind and sun and rain. 
She hardens it 
with the recklessness of a prize-fighter, and 
when she goes to a bail she covers it with a 
glove. This is not the way her predecessor 
belle has done in the past ages of the world. 
“The hand of a duchess” has passed into a 
proverb. 
The old novelists alway s give their 
heroines white hands; the poets are devoted to 
white hands and rosy palms. 
Expressive hands are, perhaps, better than 
pretty hands, and useful hands are better than 
either; but y oung girls who are poetry and ro­ 
mance combined should not allow their hands 
to grow too brown and rugged. 
It is a strange 
freak of fashion, for if they were Joan of Arcs, 
and had to labor in the holds, they would look 
regretfully at those brown and callous hands. 
However, work is what y ou are obliged to do, 
and amusement, however hard, is what y ou 
choose to do, ao there is all the difference in the 
world. 
As it is, however, the brown hand of an 
athlete is worth a dozen of tho creamy hands of 
an idler, so we prefer the present habits of our 
athletic girls. 
If they cannot be both healthy 
and happy and have white hands, too, we throw 
up our hands 


W hen tiie R om ans A rriv ed. 
From M acm illan’s Magazine. 
At the first coming of the Romans by far the 
larger part of the country was probably covered 
i with wood. During tho centuries of Roman 
occupation some of the less dense parts of the 
woodland were cleared. In driving their mag­ 
nificent straight highway s through the country 
the Roman legionaries felled"tlie trees for sev­ 
enty y ards on each side of them to secure them 
from the arrows of a lurking foe. 
So stupen­ 
dous was the labor involved in this task that 
they gladly avoided forests where that was 
possible, and sometimes even swung their roads 
to right or left to keep clear of these formida­ 
ble obstacles. 
For many hundreds of y ears 
after the departure of the legions vast tracts of 
primeval forest remained as impenetrable bar­ 
riers between different tribes. 
In these natural 
fastnesses the wolf, brown bear, and wild boar 
still found a secure retreat. 
Even as late as the 
twelfth century the woods to the north of Lon­ 
don swarmed with wild boars and wild oxen. 
Every where, too, the broken men of the com­ 
munity betook themseives to these impenetra­ 
ble retreats, where they Lived by the chase, and 
whence they issued for plunder and bloodshed. 
The forests were thus from time immemorial a 
singularly important element in the topography . 
They have now almost entirely disappeared, 
and* their former sites have as y et only been 
partially determined, though much may doubt­ 
less still be done in making our knowledge of 
them more complete.

WOMAN AND HER PARASOL. 


C h aracteristics of 
th e One 
R ev ealed in 
T h ose o f tii« O ther. 
A Cuban woman has her fan, an American 
girl her parasol. 
By looking at either one or the other y ou ’can 
tell something about the possessor. 
I here are parasols grave, coquettish, viva­ 
cious, dull, aggressive, modest, radical, con­ 
servative, 
exclusive, 
democratic, 
splendid, 
sombre, esthetic, commonplace; there are para­ 
sols with an irresponsive, butterfly appear­ 
ance; parasols that are as severely correct as a j 
woman’s estimate of her neighbor; capricious, • 
bewildering parasols that change color with 
j 
every different position. 
And each of these many kinds stands for the 
girl who carries it. 
Indeed, llie very way she 
carries it helps out its individuality . 
Plain parasols appear to be the exception this 
y ear—may plain girls be as rare! 
A great many have plain]centres of colored 
silk, with a mottled border about the edge, very 
much like those our mothers carried when they 
were y oung. 
But these have the advantage of 
being of sensible proportions. 
Those formed 
of a series of stripes running ’round and ’round 
tho parasol are very striking. 
Some little figure 
generally 
breaks 
one 
of 
the 
stripes, 
and 
the 
edges 
are 
ornamented 
with a 
scallop 
or 
point. 
Black 
ana 
white, 
brown and drab, black and orange, blue and a 
brilliant red, gray and salmon are 
among 
the combinations used in this sort. 
Others 
have the stripes running from the point to the 
edge, and these have sometimes three harmo­ 
nious Jcolors. 
Tne hair stripes are used also 
and these will make jaunty accessories to a 
shopping suit. 
They are adopted for shopping 
for they have have handles with a circular 
twist of wood at the end, so they may be caught 
on the fingers, and do not necessitate that fran­ 
tic clutch which the straight handled stick re­ 
quires. 
There is a tendency toward light pol­ 
ished woods in the sticks which bear a length 
occasionally out of proportion to the size of the 
canopy . 
The sticks have an affectation of rus­ 
ticity , and the nobs are left on them as the knife 
created them when the twigs were lopped. 
Ivory , bone and mother of pearl seem to be lit­ 
tle jused. 
Some of the imported lace parasols 
have elegant sticks of enamel or mother of pearl 
and the goldsmith has been prodigal in his de­ 
signs on others. 
One of cream duchesse lace 
had a large sapphire set in the end of the white 
silver handle. 
But tho majority of the lace 
parasols, even, have sticks of wood, quite 
stanchly made. 
Any woman who has been buy ­ 
ing parasols for ihe last twelve y ears must have 
observed the marked improvement 
in 
the 
frames, which used to be so fragile and inse­ 
cure, with a tendency to catch the fingers and 
give them an uncomfortable nip in the up-put­ 
ting and the down-letting. 
The delieatelv-colored laces which have come 
out during the last winter are being utilized for 
parasol covers and are put over silk of the 
same, or of a gently contrasting tint 
Coffee- 
colored lace is occasionally draped over corn- 
colored silk, sea-green lace over cream silk, 
ciel blue over chocolate, soft pink over rose and 
deep maroon. 
These of course are only appro­ 
priate for the carriage, or, perhaps, the ocean 
promenade. 
A novel and very beautiful parasol came out 
at Long Branch toward the end of last summer. 
The foundation was of light silk and above this 
lloated a light cover of crepe in some of those 
intense shades which that fabric admits of. 
Geranium-red, piquant shades of canary , sal­ 
mon, olive and dove were among tho colors 
used. 
This was left perfectly loose and floated 
about in diaphanous beauty in the wind, or 
massed itself in cloud-like folds. 
The black 
served excellently for mourning parasols, and 
offered an opportunity for crepe that must have 
assuaged the grief of the most sorrowing heart 
Ingenuity has provided many little variations for 
that naturally lugubrious affair, the mourning 
parasol. 
Some, instead of beiug circular, are 
quite square, others have only half the ordinary 
number of ribs in them, which gives a very 
sty lish 
and unusual effect. 
Yet others are 
shaped like the top of a pagoda, with a decided 
upward sweep at the point, and others vet are 
perfectly flat when they are opened, with a lit­ 
tle curtain of satin sway ing below the edge. 
Semi-transparent Chinese crepe is sometimes 
stretched tightly over ribs of split bamboo. 
The effect is very beautiful, but not with the 
beauty of utility , for they do not seem calcu­ 
lated to keep any thing off the head of the fair 
owner—neither sunshine, dew nor the breath 
of suspicion. 
Perhaps they are best to carry 
on a shadowy day when thev can be thrown 
back over the shoulder and used a background 
to enhance the delicacv of a complexion or the 
graceful pose of a head. 
A piquant blonde 
face sot in the center of a great wheel of amber 
crepe would look like the heart of a gigantic 
flower. 
It will be quite the thing to have parasols 
made of foulard like the dress. 
These will be 
especially appropriate for morning wear at the 
seaside. 
Some of the Oriental cloths will also be used 
in the same manner. 


LIKE TH E FALL OF MANNA. 
HOW FLOWER POTS ARE MADE. 


T he / ’o tter’s Art U nchanged for F iv e T hou s­ 
and Y ears. 
Beneath this stone lies Catherine Gray , 
Changed from a busy life to clay . 
By earth and clay she got her pelf, 
B ut now she’s changed to clay herself. 
Ye weeping friends, let m e advise, 
Abate y our tears and dry y our ey es. 
For what avails a flood of tears ? 
"Who knows but hi a run of y ears 
In some pill pitcher, or broad pan, 
She in her shop m ay bo again ? 
—Old Ep ita p h . 
The potter's art or trade has remained un­ 
changed for nearly 5,000 y ears. 
It is more an 
art than a trade, for the degree of excellence 
and the rapidity of production depend more 
upon skill than upon plodding labor. 
For the manufacture of ordinary flower-pats, 
earthen clay , that 
burns red, is used, while 
stone clay , a coarser material, that burns white, 
is employ ed for the manufacture of sewer pipe, 
etc. 
The clay is subjected to a refining process 
by placing it in a cy linder in which a shaft re­ 
volves with steel blades attached. Horsepower 
is the motor used, the horse being harnessed to 
a projecting lover set into the shaft. 
The clay 
is ejected through a shoot at the bottom of the 
cy linder in a soft and loose condition, which 
renders it easily formed into cubes of about one 
foot 
The clay , having been thus formed, is 
ready for use, and it is stored in a cellar or oth­ 
er convenient place, where it can be kept soft 
and damp. 
A wheel-head of solid plank, 18 inches in 
diameter, sot upon a revolving shaft worked by 
a treadle similar to those used by lapidaries, is 
the only machine employ ed by the potter. 
He 
has before him a mass of wet clay of the neces­ 
sary consistency , and with one hand he slaps 
the quantity required upon tho swiftly revolv- lieve that some such incident actually occurred, 
mg wheel.

From the Now York Sun. 
The stories about quail which are coming 
from Nevada have suggested to an old settler 
here an explanation of a phenomenon which 
has all along been cited as an evidence of the 
favor in which the Mormons who made the 
journey across the plains wiih Brigham were 
held by the Almighty . 
The Mormon teachers 
maintain that the experience of the faithful on 
that well known pilgrimage was more marvel­ 
lous than any thing that occurred to the chil­ 
dren of Israel, when they wander» d in the wil­ 
derness under the leadership of Moses. By 
Christians it is generally admitted that the ls- 
raelites were under the guidance of the Lord; 
that they were fed from Heaven; that water 
gushed from the rock to satisfy their thirst, 
and that but for superhuman assistance they 
never would have passed safely into the prom­ 
ised land. 
Yet tin* Israelites were forty y ears 
iu crossing a wilderness not so extensive and 
certainly not more dangerous than tho wilder­ 
ness which the Mormons crossed in a few 
months. 
To all Mormons in this vicinity the 
story of their forefathers’ pilgrimage is as at­ 
tractive as the Mosaic liegira was to the an­ 
cient Hebrews; it is regarded by all of them as

The pots, when 
formed, are sol aside and thoroughly dried, and 
are then ready for the kiln. 
Flower pots range in sizo from two to sixteen 
inches iu diameter. 
The pots are placed in the 
kiln in nests, one within anather, where they are 
allowed to remain from eighteen to twenty -four 
hours. If it is desired to have them very hard 
they are burned an hour or two longer and the 
lire is kept at a white heat. 
Flower pots range in price from $5 to $ 100 a 
thousand, according to their sizo. 
besides those useful articles, many other arti­ 
cles are made in potteries and many potters are 
real artists in their way . 
Vases, urns and oth­ 
er receptacles for flowers are made in mativ de­ 
signs. 
Articles made for decorating are of a finer 
quality of workmanship. 
For plaques and oth­ 
er fine articles requiring underglazmg, a special 
process of tiring is necessary . 
Only rod heat 
must here be used, otherwise the 
m etalie sub­ 
stances in the colors will be destroy ed. For this 
process furnaces are made specially , and great 
care is necessary to avoid the destruction of the 
artist’s efforts. 
Tradition teaches us that potters are frequent­ 
ly land owners, and although it has been the 
custom for centuries to bury the dead in their 
fields, they much prefer a different kind of clay 
for the manufacture of their wares.

Employ es of telegraph 
offices pay no more attention to a message with 
such an inscription on it than postoffice men do 
to letters marked on the envelope, ‘*in haste,” 
“very important ; forward as soon as possible,” 
“deliver immediately ,” and with other phrases 
of like import. 
‘T alway s smile,” said a retired operator, 
“when I think of tlie way we boy s used to treat 
‘rush’ messages in the * Western Union office. 
Some blooming jay would come in and want 
a dispatch shoved through in a hurry . He would 
write ‘rush’ across its face, thinking that would 
help it along. Now, the idea of such a thing. 
Just as if every thing w asn’t rushed in a tele­ 
graph office—that is, if left to itself. The boy s 
look on any thing like that almost as a personal 
affront. 
What is the consequence? The receiv­ 
ing 
clerk 
takes 
tlie 
message, 
frowns 
a 
littlo 
when 
the 
‘rush’ 
comes 
to view, receives the money , say s ‘all right,’ and 
the sender walks out complacently . Then the 
clerk picks up the dispatch again, looks it over 
slowly , toy s with it, and smiles. Just here two 
or three other persons come in and he lay s 
aside the ‘rush1 to wait on them. Finally lie 
takes up his little pile of messages, puts the 
‘rush’ at the bottom, and hands tho batch over 
to the record clerk. 
When the record clork 
comes to the ’rush’ message he also smiles.

it is the last on his desk he play s with it for a 
while, practices penmanship on it (does the 
Spencerian act, y ou know), takes his time in re­ 
cording it—m fact, does any thing but rush it.

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DISH WASHING- 
EIGHT 


The 
A rt, S cien ce a nd M ystery o f a n Un­ 
ju stly D esp ised O ccu p a tio n , 
From the New York Sun. 
“ Anybody can wash dishes,” a veteran hotel 
keeper Raid, “ blit to wash dishes thoroughly 
and quickly and carefully requires some quali­ 
ties that are not always found in domestics. No 
cautious housekeeper will intrust her valuable 
china to the care of any but a well tried, ca­ 
pable serva nt 
The young housekeeper gen­ 
erally finds this out after the prettiest set she 
received as a wedding present is broken piece 
by piece. 
“ The general requirements of a good dish­ 
washer are care in handling the ware, care in 
using hot and clean water, care in scouring the 
parts that need it and care in drying with clean 
Towels. 
You see there is care required at every 
step of the process. 
A careless dish-washer 
can do more damage at one washing than can 
be paid for with a month’s wages. 
~ “ l'erfoct drying of dishes after washing is an 
important matter. A slovenly dish- washer using 
tepid water, and attempting to dry dishes before 
they are thoroughly drained, will not only re­ 
quire many more towels, but will fail to get 
that polish and finish that make cleanly-washed 
dishes a thing of beauty and a joy forever. The 
veteran dish-washer will use water so hot that, 
after the dishes are rinsed and drained a few 
moments, they will require very little drying. 
“ An ignorant dish-washer, if not watched, 
will dump a lot of dishes promiscuously into a 
pan and run the risk of breaking half of them. 
The proper way is, first, to scrape off all the 
food from the dishes; otherwise the water will 
get dirty very soon and need 
to be often 
changed. 
Then let each piece be carefully 
washed by itself, beginning with the glass and 
liner ware. Rinse thoroughly with clean water, 
and be sure and use dry towels to finish with, 
The hotter the water used the more perfect w ill 
be the work. 
“ Look out for knife-handles. 
Many a beauti­ 
ful set of ivory 
or 
rubber 
handles has 
been spoiled by dirty dishwater. 
Many an un- 
^4nrm» y nousokeepcr has wept at the ruined set 
of knives that might have been saved by a spark 
of domestic intelligence. 
“ Look out for particles of soap in the crev­ 
ices, such as the corners of cups, the handles, 
cr around the rims, or in tno tines of forks. 
Eternal vigilance is the price of cleanliness. 
“ Beware of clanging crockery together. 
It is 
very brittle, and it cracks and chips easily. 
How would a statue of Apollo look with a chip 
off the end of his noser 
The same principle 
applies to dishes 
Take a number of goblets, 
for instance. 
A chip out of the rim will make a 
man miserable, to say nothing of the* tender 
mouth of a lady. 
“ l ’ie plates, pudding dishes, otc., in which 
food has been baked, need careful soaking be­ 
fore they can be properly washed. 
Sometimes 
a little H a lt is uecoissary to be put in the water 
in order to remove stains. 
“ For the washing of pots and kettles there is 
a very handy article known as the wire wash 
cloth. 
It is composed of wire rings interlaced, 
and i:, much used among the Germans. 
It is a 
very useful tool for scouring, but care must be 
exercised with tin vessels, because the wire 
may scour off the tin and leave the iron substra­ 
tum exposed to rust. 
^ “ A dish washing machine was exhibited at the 
Centennial, and similar machines are in use in 
some parts of the w est but I know of but one 
in use in New York Citv. 
That one is in a large 
restaurant kept by M. F. Lyons in the Bowery, 
where several barrels of dishes are washed 
every day. 
The general plan of the machine is 
a succession of vats filled with hot water, 
tb rough which a rough belt is kept constantly 
running. 
In the first trough are placed several 
revolving brushes. 
The dishes are first held 
up to the brushes until they are well scrubbed. 
Then 
they 
are 
dropped, 
and 
the 
belt 
carries 
them 
along 
from 
one 
trough to another, until they come out at the 
end clean and so hot that they do not require 
wiping. 
The 
water 
in 
each 
trough 
may 
be 
drawn 
off 
independent­ 
ly of the others, and the water is kept hot 
by steam, which also runs the belt and the re­ 
volving brush. 
Two hands keep the machine 
going, and dishes may be washed as fast as one 
hand can hold them up to the revolving brush. 
The dishes come out at 
one end of the belt 
about as fast as one girl can take them off and 
pile them up. 
If there is no one present to 
take them off when finished they are dropped 
carefully into a trough below. 
When the at­ 
tendants are careful they do their work well 
with this machine. 
When they are careless 
the work is badly done, but no worse than 
it would be with careless hand work. 
One 
of tlio chief advantagas is that the wash­ 
ing does not 
take 
up so much room as 
would be required to do it by hand. 
The chief 
advantage of the machine, however, is that it 
does the work quicker than it could be done by 
hand, and thi - is a b:g item in a large restaurant 
where a thousand dishes are in use at once. 
The use of the machine enables the proprietor 
to get along with fewer dishes and economizes 
space. 
It is not practicable, however, to use 
the machine for glass-ware or delicate china. 
With strong stone crockery it works well. 
The 
Bowery machine has been in use about two 
years. 
“ An ordinary dish-washer gets about ffl 0 a 
month, but one who can be trusted to wash, 
eliiua. glassware and fine cutlery is cheap at 
double those wages and difficult to find.”

GRANT AND LEE- 


A ntho ny C om stock’s In co n sisten cy . 
From the Utica Observer. 
Anthony Comstock has a weakness peculiar 
to so0.13 quarrelsome small boys—of avoiding 
those of their size and pitching on weaklings. 
For years there has hung in the bar room of 
one of the principal hotels in New York city a 
striking portrait of the somewhat nude portrait 
art. 
It has been viewed by thousands and writ­ 
ten about time and again. 
Mr. Comstock made 
no movement to turn the painting to the wall. 
But last week a w eekly paper, whose field is the 
arena of sports, printed a full page illustration 
of the famous bar room, and a reproduction of 
Bougereau's even more famous painting. 
Mr. 
Comstock saw it and forthwith descended up­ 
on the1 publisher. 
With a purchased copy m 
his hand as evidence, he demanded that" the 
cirdulation of the issue be stopped at once. The 
publisher declined to head the demand, and in 
response to 51 r. Comstock’s threat to consult the 
district attorney, voluntarily accompanied the 
censor to the hitter's office. 
Finding nobody at 
home, the publisher consented to having the 
Offen din g page torn out o f the copies of the pa­ 
pers r emaining in his office. 
That appeased the 
agent for the suppression of vice, and as all but 
a few copies of the issue had been published 
the publisher was not much distressed. 
Still 
h e remained of the opinion, and told Mr. Com­ 
stock « o, that the work of suppression should 
have beg un at the root of the evil. 
Mr. Com- 
« tock aas done a vast deal of good in breaking 
tip the trade in obscene literature and pictures, 
ilis motives are generally right, but his pro- 
Svtidings arc not always excusable 


G ra nt L o o kin g O ver a C ontinent, L ee Only 
O ver a Sta te. 
Gen eral Sherman in North American Roview. 
In 18 01, General Lee was a colonel of cavalry 
on leave of absence at his home at Arlington, 
and IT. S. Grant was an humble citizen of Gal­ 
ena, 111., toiling to support his family. 
He at 
first gave little heed to the political murmurs 
creeping over 
the 
4and by reason of the 
election of Mr. Lincoln, and the talk of secess­ 
ion in the South; but when the telegraph an­ 
nounced that the "United States Hag had been 
fired on in Charleston harbor, ho roused up, 
presided at a public meeting of his fellow citi­ 
zens, instructed them how to organize them­ 
selves into a company of soldiers, and went 
along with them to Springfield. 
In due time 
he was made colonel of a regiment of volun­ 
teers, conducted it to Missouri, and in Decem­ 
ber 18(31, reached Cairo, 111. 
His career from 
that day to this is familiar to every school-boy 
in the land. 
He moved in co-operation with the 
gunboat fleet up the Tennessee to Fort Henry, 
which was captured; to Fort Donelson, where a 
fortified place with its entire garrison of 17 ,- 
0 0 0 men surrendered without conditions; then 
on to Shiloh, where one of the bloodiest and 
most successful battles of the war was fought, 
which first convinced our Southern brethren 
who had been taught that one Southern man 
was equal to five Yankees, that man to man was 
all they wanted—tlieu Vicksburg, Chattanooga, 
everywhere victorious, everywhere successful, 
fulfilling the wise conclusion of Mr. Lincoln 
that he wanted “ military success.” Then he was 
called for the first time' in his life to Washing­ 
ton to command an army of perfect strangers, 
under new conditions, and in a strange country. 
Casting his thoughts over a continent, giving 
minute instructions for several distinct armies 
from the Potomac to the liio Grande, himself 
assuming the hardest share, he began a cam­ 
paign equal in strategy, in logistics and in 
tactics to any of Napoleon, and grander than 
any ever contemplated by England. 
His per­ 
sonal action in crossing the Bapidan in the face 
cf L ee's arm y , fighting him in the wilderness, 
“ forward by the left flank” to Spottsylvauia, to 
liichmond and Petersburg, was the sublimity of 
heroism. 
Of course, he had a superiority of 
numbers and resources, but nothing like the 
disproportion stated by General Wolseley. 
At 
Vicksburg he began in May, 18 03. the move­ 
ment with less numbers than Pemberton sur- 
dered to him along with Vicksburg in J uly. At 
Chattanooga ho attacked his enemy in the 
strongest position possible; so strong, indeed, 
that Bragg, a most thorough and intelligent 
soldier, regarded it as unassailable, and had de­ 
tached Loiigstreet's corps to Knoxville, of which 
mistake Grant took prompt advantage, and I 
never heard before that Bragg thought the pur­ 
suit after his defeat was not quick and good 
enough to suit him; and, finally, when Lee was 
forced to flee from his iutrenchments at liich- 
mond and Petersburg by Sheridan’s bold and 
skillful action at Five Forks, 1 believe it is con­ 
ceded that the pursuit by Sheridan and Grant 
was so rapid that Lee was compelled to surren­ 
der his whole army. 
Grant’s “ strategy” em­ 
braced a continent, Lee's a small state: Grant’s 
“ logistics” were to supply and transport armies 
thousands of miles, where Lee was limited to 
hundreds. 
Grant had to conquer natural ob­ 
stacles as well as hostile people; his “ tactics” 
was to fight wherever and whenever he could 
capture or cripple his adversary and his re­ 
sources; and when Lee laid down liis arms and 
surrendered, Grant, by the stroke of his pen, 
on the instant gave him and his men terms so 
liberal as to disarm all criticism. 
Between 
these two men as generals I will not institute a 
comparison, for the mere statement of the case 
establishes a contrast.

Dr. Sauls bury found malarial fever to be 
propagated among persons sleeping in a room 
in the windows of which had been placed a box 
of earth frofh malarious soil. 
House plants 
cultivated in pots filled with malarious earth 
are a constant danger. 
The germs grow luxu­ 
riantly in the moisture and warm air of closed 
rooms. 
Dr. Eichwald, professor of clinical 
medicine in the University of St. Petersburg, 
has given to the public facts concerning a pa­ 
tient of his, a ladv, with malarial fever, who 
was easily cured by treatment when confined to 
her chamber, but who quickly relapsed on re­ 
maining during the day in her parlor. The easy 
cure and constant relapse went on for a long 
time. 
At last the doctor, having become sus­ 
picions of the flower-pots, removed them from 
i the house, and there was no further recurrence 
| of the disvvWH*.
